MontTREAL, May 1.—About 5 o'clock 
Sunday morning a fire broke out in the 
Montreal Novelty Works building, 
Sturbaln street. Owing to the immense 
amountof inflammable materia! stored 
in the premises, all efforts to save the 
building were fruitless. It was five 
stories high, and the walls were badly 
built. About 6 o’clock the walls fell 
outward with a terrible crash, break- 
ing through the roof of a coffin store 
and completely demolishing a number 
ef sheds and outhouses. Eight firemen 
and Chief Patton were playipg upon 
the roof of the sheds and coffin store 
when the wall fell. They saw the wall 
begin to totter and made a rush 
for the shed, and barely 
got inside when they were completely 
buried under several feet of hot bricks. 
After the walls fell the moans of the 
firemen rent the air. A band of citi- 
zens went to work to dig the sufferers 
out. The firemen remained beneath 
ihe ruins about an hour betore they 
were got vut. Four were found be- 
neath a board fence, alive, but suffer- 
ing terribly. Nine were taken out dead. 
Three of them were recognized as 
firemen. The bodies were terribly 
disfigured. Ten persons were seriously

that day we sent the sad $2.500 for State Sav- 
ings bank to Brainard, Steele & Co., New York, 
by telegraph, to credit of C. C. Hammock. Mr. 
Briscoe was then in prison. I knew 
nothing of what money it was then, but our 
books show the telearaphic transfer, as weil as 
do also, our New York correspondent’s. Couldiit 
then, haye been paid in December?“ It is 
said that truth is mighty and eternal. Crushed, 
it will rise agair. 

But I will say no more. Our'strongest evidence 
has never been given to the public, as we have 
no desire to injure anv one. Nothing but self- 
defence and self-protection could have driven 
me to the public prints. Pain, deeper than the 
throes of death, would it be to me, to blacken 
the fame of an bonest man, The jury will hear 
the evidence. 


MR. BRISCOEZR’S CARD. 


Editors Constitution: There are some 
matters in the card ot Mr, Perino Brown, which 
you published this morning, that I desire to no- 
tice. Mr. Brown says: 1 did not handle eith- 
er of the old checks when he would come in for 
the renewals, but I saw McGuire's check in his 
hands, and I knew we had certified but one 
check for McGuire which was out, and when 1 
saw nim destroy it I was satisfied; but I did read 
each check before it was certified.”’ 

He seeks by this to make the impression that 
I took to him for renewal a sight draft, and that 
at the time I procured the renewal I had the 
old checkin my hands. Now, this cannot be 
true. I never had in my possession, the first 
check after it kad deen discounte until it was 
returned to me by the bank upon my delivering 
tothem the renewal. I first procuied the 
renewal of the check; I went with that to the 
bank, delivered it and was entitied to the old 
check, After getting that check I went to Mr. 
Brown. Now he says that he did not handle 
either of the old checks in my hands and he 
knew he had certified but one for McGuire 
which was out, and that when he saw me des- 
troy that, he wassatisfied. As before stated, he 
never did see one of the old checks at the time 
that he certified the ren wals; so that each 
time of the renewal, when it was made, there 
were outstanding two (2) certified checks; the 
renewai that I took to the bank and the old one 
that I took up. This fact can be established by 
the bank which discounted the old check, and 
every business man will at once admit that it 
was the way to transact the matter. The origi- 
nal check and the subsequent ones were all on 
time; none of them were sight checks. 
Why should a sight check be renewed or need 
renewal 7? 

Again, I have stated in a former card that 
before the first check was certified by Mr. Brown 
I promised to pay him $2,500 out of the proceeds, 
and that when the check was certified I did pay 
him that sum. In reply to this, he admits that 
I did payghim $2,500, and that it was paid on the 
account as stated by me But he says that the 
payment was made sometime last December, 
ond that I told him at the time I got the money 
with which to pay him, from the State Saving’s 
bank. This is not correct. I paid the $2,500 
according to my promise on the day I got it; I 
did not tell him that I got it from the State Say- 
ing’s bank. He further says that upon ine 
quiry at that bank. I am informed 
that about that time Briscoe did get twenty - 
($2,600) five hundred dollars from that bank, his 
uncle, C. C. Hammock, giving a mortgage on 
his house to secure it. I did not believe that 
he received any such information, and, if he 
did, it was not, in any sense, true. On the 5th 
of October, 1876. | was in New York. On tha 
day C. C. Hammock obtained a loan from the 
State Savings Bank for twenty-five ($2.500) hun- 
dred dollars. It was for my use in New York 
The money was treacherously taken from mein 
that city. I never, myself, obtained twenty- 
five ($2,500) hundred dollars from that bank; 
and no such transaction, nor any like it, oc- 
curred after my return to Georgia. I here in- 
sert a letter from the cashior of that bank upon

Solicitor General Hill read the indictment 
and then announced the line of prosecution to 
the jury as follows: 
“Gentlemen of the jury, this is one of the 
gravest issues that a jury of twelve men cen be 
Impanelled to try. On the one hand is the 
hfe ofa human being—upon the ether the pro- 
tection of society from the atrocioug, crime of 
which the prisoner stands charged. “We pro. 
pose to show that on Sunday night the 5th of 
November last, Totbert and a compan on while 
on their way to church, met George Clark t ere 
upon the co ner ot McDonough aud Hunter 
streets, and that during a conversation there 
Clark drew his “pistol and “Shot Tolbert, 
and killed him, and that this was a willful, un- 
lawfuland premeditated murder.“ 
The witnesses for the state and for defendant 
were then called, sworn and put under the rule; 
that is, placed ontside the court room and be- 
yond the hearing of the witness npon the stand 
for the time being. 
We give an abstract of the material portions 
of the testimony, as far vs possible, 
M I TOLBERT, 
a brother of the degeased and the prosecutor in 
the case, was called and testified substantially: 
The deceased was my brother, and on the 5th 
of November, 1876, was at our home, No. 20 
McDonough street. He left home about six 
o'clock that evening; started to church. He 
was gone about ten or twelve minutes, I suppose, 
when he came back tothe house. Be came 
into the door and started up staira to his room. 
He said: O, ma! O, ma!“ We went ont into 
the hall and led him back. I asked him what 
was the matter, and he said George Clark had 
shot him, We prt him on a bed, and I went for 
a physician. I left my brother, J.J Tolbert, 
my mother, sister.nd sister in-law with him. 
I think he lived just two hours, ahd d.ed twen 
ty minutes after 8 o'clock. Oa my way for the 
doctor I met Sheriff Perkerson aud Mr. Thorn. 
Itoid Sheriff Perkereon about what had oc- 
curred, aud told him to go and arrest Clerk. At 
the time my brother’s place of business was 
here on the corner of Washingtoa and Hunter 
streets, and Judge Clark and family were board- 
ing at the corner of Alabama and Washing- 
ton streets at Mrs. Wiison’s My brother Was 
eighteen years old the day before he was shot. 
He was my youngest brother.

R B. M WATERS. . 

I knew Thomas F. Tolbert, and was with 
him when Mr. Clark shothim. Mr Tolbert 
and I had just walked up there on the corner. 
had started to church and were waittug there 
for Mr. Shivers. Mr Clark came up Hunter 
street aud said “Helo, boys!’’ and passed on, 
he then came beck and shook hands witn us. 
He asked Fietcherif he had seen Jim Small. 
Fle cher said “no,” and Clark seid he was “‘go- 
ing to shoot him on sight.“ Fletcher asked 
him what fo?’ and he said Jim hed spoken 
about a lady and if he said what he (Clark) had 
heard he said he told a d——a lio, 

He then asked Fletcher if he had said’anything 
about the woman and Fietcher said no. The 
d d lie was mentioned again by Clark and 
Fletcher asked him if he called bim a dd Har 
and he said No.“ Fietcher said All right; 
George, goon.“ Something more was eaid about 
the woman ad the d—d Ife was given again, 
when Fletcher said he didn’t know the woman, 
but that if George called him a d—d liar he 
would whip bim in a minute. I said if they 
were going to fight, not to do so there, but go 
down in the al ey. Clark stepped back a d jerked 
out his pistol and shot. Fletcher fell against a 
tree and said Bob, I am shot!’’ Then I saw 
Clark pull his pistol on me and I ran around the 
corner. We met there on the corner by arrange- 
ment made that evening; met right on the cor- 
ner of McDonough and Hunter. When the 
conversation was golug on Fletcher just put out 
his le t hand and put it on George's arm and 
said if you call me a d- liar I will whip you 
in a minute; George wesdrunk; the woman’s 
name was pot mentioned that night; the con- 
versation lasted three or four minutes; when I 
ran off l went down McDonough street to oppo- 
site the brick house and came back up on the 
otherside; when I got back there was no one at 
the corner; I whistled and someone answered; 
I thought it was Fletcher, and that he was not 
hurt, but 1t proved to be E'lis Shivers. When 
Fletcher was shot he fell on his face; the pistol 
was a silver-mounted one as near as I could ser 
in the darx; I BAW Fletber no 
more that night until I gaw 
him at home in bed Mr. Clark said that the 
woman he referred to lived around there where 
his mother and sister did, and said; “Do you 
suppose if this was not the right character ot 
woman. I would jet my mother and sieter stay 
where she is?” and Fletcher suid it did'nt lock 
reasonable thet he would? 

On cross-examination: We were going to 8t 
Paul’s church Clark came up Hunter street 
from towards the church. I lived down in that 
direction on the opposite side at the corner of 
the next block. There was no bad feeling be- 
tween the boys thai I kuew of. I didn’t know 
George st all, but I spoke to him when 
he came back to us. Fletcher 
Tolbert was a stout young man; looked to be 
stouter than George Clark. I stated that George 
was drunk, because he staggered, and because 
of his talk and manner. I don't know that I 
have seen sober people stagger. Have been in- 
toxicated myself. He did not act more strange- 
ly than a drunken man would. George laughed 
when he shook hands with ui, but was 
not laughing all the time. He did 
not laugh after he said he wanted to shoot 
Small. 1 had had no whisky that day, and 
there was no whisky in our party. I said to 
Mr. Grady in the statement 1 made to him that 
in the condition that George Clark was in he 
would ha ve shot anybody who would have 
stopped and had a conversation with him.” 
The witness repeated facts be had previously 
stated in the direct examinativa.
